000;  military  lines  $64,560;  general  expenses 
$1,520,309;  recruits  $540,000;  the  total  shows 
an  increase  of  $1,743,166  on  the  present  year. 
The  permanent  army  is  to  be  increased  to  12,779 
men.  In  tlie  marine  department  the  expenses 
will  amount  to  $13,000,000  which  is  an  increase  of 
$4.I09»237  "i/n  on  account  of  the  purchase  of  the 
the  cruiser  Buenos  Aires,  ironclad  San  Martin  and 
a  school-ship.  The  budget  of  the  foreign  office 
has  also  been  sent  to  the  finance  department,  it 
amounts  to  $375,323  m/n  and  $335,280  gold.— 
Soul/iertt  Cross,  August  2. 


—The  pusrnger  by  the  MagJaltna  who  wii 
Kttacked  by  ytllow  fever,  ditd  from  Ihe  tame  and 
haa  been  duly  cremated.  NotwithilandinK  this 
case  Ihe  vcmbI  was  (^ven  free  pratique  on  arrival 
It  Buenoi  Aires  yeiterday  morninK,  and  the  pas- 
lengeri  who  went  on  (here  in  her  have  been  able 
10  come  to  Montevideo  by  river  steamer  without 
hindrance  whiUt  their  less  fortanate  (ellowpas- 
scngeri.  have  to  endure  ten  days'  (Quarantine  in  Ihe 
pirates'  lair  al  Floies  Islam!.  This  is  one  of  the 
absurdities  of  quarantine  beyond  all  deicriplion, 
but  which  will  endure  until  our  authorities  can  be 
persuaded  to  adopt  Ihe  more  etilifihlened  Argen- 
tine system.— -!/<'«/«''''''■*  Timet,  Aujiusl  6. 
—The  new  tobacco  tax  will  play  Ihe  very  deuce 
ilh  the  consumers  of  that  article,  whose  name  is 
legion  in  this  city,  as  the  additional  impost  is  very 
severe  and  packets  of  thirty  cent  cifiarettes  will 
now  be  sold  for  thirty-seven,  a  very  considerable 
addition  when  a  smoker  gets  through  two  or  three 
packets  per  diem.  Cigars  which  can  now  be  bought 
(or  the  modest  sum  o(  (orly  cents  will  Ihcn  lie 
charged-forty  eight,  say  fifty,  which  at  the  end  of 
n  month  will  make  a  goodly  extra  sum.  In  the 
same  way  eighty  cent  cigars  will  cost  one  dollar, 
which  sounds  an  Irishism  but  is  true,  lor  the  qua. 
lity  will  be  same,  while  the  wretched  consumer 
will  have  to  pay  the  piper,  as  indeed  he  always 
has  to  da.—  Times,  Buenos  Aires. 

—According  lo  a  paragraph  which  went  the 
round  of  our  contemporaries  yesterday,  the  syn- 
dicate running  the  lazaret  at  Flores  Island,  con. 
cernirg  which  there  have  been  so  many  scandals, 
divided  the  trifle  of  $180,000,  say  j^36,ooo,  as  the 
profits  o(  the  last  season.  The  J!azon  pertinenlly 
remarks  on  this  ;  —  "  We  are  really  sorry  the  la- 
zaret business  should  have  given  such  thumping 
profits,— (or  it  will  be  repeated  neKt  year,  and  we 
shall  have,  perforce,  lo  protect  ourselves  Irom  a 
cholera  and  a  yellow  fever  far  less  dangerous  to 
the  country  than  llie  syndicate  of  this  job."—  And 
still  there  is  not  the  least  si^n  of  a  move  to  stave 
off  the  evil.  That  $iSo,ooo  for  the  syndicate  must 
have  cost  the  country  some  millions  in  the  mjury 
(0  trade  and  reputation.  —  Montevideo  Tinus^ 
Aug.  Sth. 

—The  new  building  of  the  London  and  Braiil- 
ian  Bank  at  the  comer  o(  Reconquisia  and  Piedad 
is  going  ahead  with  wonderful  rapidity  and  ts  al- 
ready assuming  the  prnpottions  ol  a  handsome 
addition  to  the  great  edifices  ol  this  city.  The 
building  has  risen  comparatively  so  quickly  that  it 
seema  as  if  the  corner  had  always  been  occupied 
by  this  bank  instead  of  having  been  for  many 
years  a  waste  block.  When  the  bank  moves  into 
these  premises  we  shall  have  three  English  banks 
occupying  three  as  line  bank  buildings  as  perhaps 
anywhere  in  the  world  and  certainly  the  best  in 
this  continent,  and  a  little  (eelingof  pride  may  well 
be  forgiven  to  the  members  of  this  race  when  they 
see  Ihe  solidity  and  power  ol  ihc  hanks  managed 
by  their  countrymen  and  financed  from  the  little 
village  across  the  seas.— 7Vi»»,  Boenos  Aires. 

—The  smartness  of  some  of  the  postal  services 
of  the  world  has  joat  been  shown  by  receipt  of  a 
letter  in  this  city  which  was  merely  addressed  to  a 
numlwr  Calle,  wilh  the  word  Florida  in  the  space 
Ubually  allotted  to  the  town  in  which  the  street  \% 
situaii^.  The  letter  liexan  its  travels  by  going  to 
New  York  from  whence  it  was  despatched  to 
Florida,  but  was  returned  to  Washington,  with 
the  remark  not  sufficiently  addressed.  FromWash-..  . 
ington  it  was  sent  back  to  New  York,  whera"  / 
some  genius  in  deciphering  blind  addresses,  added  ' 
in  led  ink,  B.A.t  A.R.  and  (he  letter  was  de- 
livered unopened  at  the  proper  namber  in  Florida 
within  30  days  ol  its  leaving  England,  almost  as 
quickly  as  if  it  had  been  properly  addressed  and 
posted  in  the  first  instance.  — /li'Mirx,  Buenos  Aires. 
It  was  lucky  the  above  mentioned  letter  did  not 
come  to  the  Rio  postoflice. 

The  man   who  objects  to  tobacco  is  in  a  sorry 

plight  in  Ihe  trains  of  our  suburban  railways. 
True  it  is  that  a  small  portion  o(  some  of  the 
(irst-class  cars  is  nominally  devoted  to  non- 
smokers,  and  "No  es  permitido  fumar"  ia 
printed  over  the  car-door,  but  the  railway  author- 
ities are  not  at  all  strict  in  the  instraclions  given 
to  gnards  to  forbid  smoking  in  ihe  non-smoking 
compaitraenis,  or  else  it  is  that  the  guards'  sym- 
pathies wilh  smokers  are  stronger  than  their  sense 
o(  duty.  However  this  may  be  there  is  no  escape 
for  man  or  woman  from  the  (umes  ol  the  very  bad 
toliacco  which  is  usually  smoked  here,  and  even 
in  the  one  car  on  the  new  Central  Argentine 
vestibule  train  which  is  supposed  to  he  free  from 
tobacco  smoke,  we  saw  yesterday  morning  two 
Argentine  schoolboys  of  12  or  14  years  of  age, 
puflint;  away  at  their  cigarettes  withont  the  small- 
est molestation.  In  the  name  o(  fair  play  we  call 
upon  the  traffic  superintendent  lo  give  the  non- 
smoker  a  chance  to  travel  withont  the  nuisance  of 
having  bad  tobacco  smoke  puffed  in  his  face. — 
Revieio,  Buenos  Aires. 

—The  Magdalena  arrived  in  port  on  Friday 
afternoon,  but  the  port  doctor  detected  what  he 
called  a  "  suspected  case "  of  yellow  fever  on 
board,  in  the  person  of  a  third-class  passenger 
_  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  accordingly  at  7  p.m.^ 
she  was  ordered  back  to  Flores  island,  i^nd  liei; 
passengers  have  been  put  in  precautionary  quaran- 
tine of  ten  days.  To  this  no  great  objection  can 
he  urged,  bat  the  monstrous  part  of  the  arrange- 
ment was  that,  even  when  the  vessel  was  in  port, 
she  was  not  allowed  to  land  her  mails,  but  they 
were  sent  with  her  to  Flores  island,  and  yesterday, 
on  account  of  the  heavy  fog,  they  could  not  be 
landed,  and  consequently  were  not  distributed 
until  a  late  hour,  twenty-four  hours  after  they  had 
arrived.  The  delay  was  all  the  more  vexations  as 
both  an  English  and  a  French  mail  were  posted  to 
leave  yesterday,  by  either  of  which  an  answer 
might  have  been  sent  to  any  letters  of  an  urgent 
character.  This  is  one  of  the  continually  recurring 
instances  in  which  the  postoflice  shows  itself  en- 
tirely regardless  of  any  considerations  of  urgency 
in  the  distribution  of  foreign  mails.  The  delay  is 
all  the  more  inexcusable  as  the  senseless  and  de- 
structive "  fumigation  "  of  the  mails  is  supposed 
to  have  been  abolished  here  as  in  Argentina. 
This  is  one  of  the  matters  against  which  we  are 
constantly  urging  strong  protest  on  the  part  of 
merchants  and  others  interested  in  the  prompt 
despatch  of  mails,  though  50  far,  we  regret  to  sayi 
without  effect. -^Montevideo  TimeSf  August  4.

will  thencelorth  belong   exclusively   to   the 
larger  and  more  densely  populated  parts  of 
the  continent  now  dominated  by  the  virile 
and  highly  cultured  Latin  American   stock 
As  the  recognized  authors  of  independence 
anil  the  tireless  expounders  of  American  re- 
publican ideas,  it  is  essential  that  the  des- 
tinies of  America  should  be  enlrusled  to  their 
hand.s;  and  what  worthier,  may  I  ask  than 
those  who  wrenched  tlieir  liberties  from  the 
Irica  despots  at  Chapultepec  and  Avahy  ? 
llie  Latin  American  peoples,  inclutlin>v  the 
sim-buined  warriors  of  Bnazil  who  so  recent 
ly  overthrew  tlie  last  vestige  of  monarchical 
despotism  on  this  fair  western  continent  have 
a  great  destiny  in  store  for  them,  and  upon 
their  shoulders  now  rests  the  weighty  respon 
sibility  of  completing  the    work  so  aiisoi- 
ciously  begun  by  Pizairo,  Cortes,  John  Ra- 
malho  and  Amerigo  Vesfiucci. 

North  America  was  tliscnvered  about  I  Jn^ 
by  Ueorge  III,    who  established  a  chicken 
farm  on  Plymouth  Ruck  under  the  direction 
of  Lori   North.     A  famntis  breed  of  speck- 
ed fowls,  now  as  wiilely  known  as  George 
limiself,  originatedatthis  place.     North  also 
discovered  the   river  which    still  bears   his 
name  and  still  runs  down  hill    near  the 
original  site  of  New  York.  He  also  gtive  his 
name  to  a  pole   set  up  somewhere  north  of 
1  lymouth  Rock,  which  has  been  the  object 
of  many  a  Iruitless  search  since  that  time  the 
\ankees  claiming  that  it  belongs  to  them 
Having  successfully  planted  his  colony,  anci 
having  made  claim  to  all  arljacent  territory 
George  HI  arranged  f„r  the  location  of  sev- 
eral other  colonies  in  varicais  paifs  of  the 
country,  stipulating  that  they  should  devote 
their  whole  energies  to  the  r.aising  of  early 
vegetables  and  other  delicacies  for  the  Lon- 
don market.     One  ofthe.se,  Jamestown  was 
devoted  to  small  fruits,  and  it  was  here  oc- 
curred the  cherry  tree  iucitlent  which  caused 
the  revoliitionary  war  and  gave  North  Ame- 
rica Its  independence.     Having  been  forbid- 
den 10  pick  cherries  from  a  certain  ir-ee  and 
being  taunted  by  Miss  Pocahontas,  the  liiir 
daughter  of  one  of  the  first  families  of  Vir 
ginia,  with  cowardly  submission  to  the  whim 
ofa  non-resident  landlord,   George  Wash

Just  previous  to  this  incident,  a  powerful 
Alrican  potentate  named  Jumbti  Afrrclnus' 
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hetring  of  th«  dbooveo'  of  new  cotton  lands 
in  the  West,  sent  out  a  U^  number  of 
ships  to  colcmin  them.  Thc»  colmists  in 
«  brief  time  overnm  the  whole  souibern  part 
d  North  .Ajnencsand  monopotixed  the  pro- 
duction of  cotton,  tobacco,  rice,  peanuts  and 
pickaninnies  Bein;;  of  another  race  and 
color,  tierce  je^tou^es  soon  sprang  up, 
which  in  time  dewioped  into  a  desperate 
struggle  ioT  supremao".  Led  by  Horace 
GreeJey,  John  Brown  ^nd  William  Doyd 
Garrison,  the  whites  soon  conquered  the 
Uacks  and  reduced  them  to  subjectii-in. 
The  race  hatieds  continued,  however,  and 
caused  Sifvcral  b!ooii>  wars,  the  great  re- 
bellion being  the  last  and  most  desaructi\-e 
in  ihc  series. 

The  rewMuiionan"  vvar,  which  occurred 
about  the  beginning  of  the  present  cen- 
tury, resuUed  in  the  independence  of  i»»onh 
America,  and  in  its  .idoption  of  the  new 
s^'sien.  c^  ^owmnieni  im-ented  by  .Bolivar 
and  San  Martin.  The  most  protnineni 
among  the  henvs  olihat  straggle,  after  the 
iliuiirioas  Wa^iiington.  were  William  Penn, 
Benjamin  Franklin  and  Daniel  Boone.  The 
first-named  vas  an  Indian  agent  at  a  place 
c^WtsA  Philadelphia  at  ihe  outbreak  of  the 
war,  where  he  had  di>tinguished  himself  by 
his  skil^l  management  of  the  Indians.  On 
one  occasion  he  celebrated  a  treaty  with 
the  ivaii\«  by  which  be  agreed  to  give  a 
Birmingham  hatchet  for  as  much  land  as 
ue  could  enclose  with  a  bullock's  hide. 
After  smoking  se«rai  pipes  over  it,  and 
quaffing  a  few  gallons  of  Santa  Cruz  rum,  he 
proceeded  to  cut  the  aforesaid  hide  into 
one  long,  lender  thong  with  which  he  en- 
dosed  the  present  state  of  Pennsyh-ania. 

Wearied  with  the  persUtent  insubcrdin- 
ation  of  his  tenants  in  North  America  and 
being  engaged  in  desperate  wars  with  sev- 
eral other  European  powers^  George  III 
gnallf  gare  up  the  straggle  and  conceded 
permisdim  to  the  North  Americans,  now 
called  -'Yankees."  to  manage  their  own 
aSuis.  Possessing  a  very  large  tract  of 
coantry.  the  colony  soon  grew  into  a  great 
re|>Qblic.  Undw  the  direoion  of  Andrew 
Jackscm  and  Noah  Weteter  a  new  and  cen- 
tralized form  of  government  was  adopted. 
which  renders  its  President  more  powerfiil 
and  despotic  ^an  any  European  monarch, 
"Hie  capture  and  subjugation  of  New  Jersey 
by  the  partisan  leader  Aaron  Burr,  who 
marched  a  thousand  miles  through  the  snow- 
coveied  ^ne  ^treses  oS  Maine  to  surprise  the 
[^ace,  is  an  illustration  of  this  &ct. 

A  minute  descnpiion  of  the  country,  the 
hal»ts  of  its  peo}^e,  and  its  pL>!i6ca]  insti 
tntions,  howw^r.  will  cake  ranch  time  and 
space.  In  the  words  of  a  recent  .\iTgentine 
critic,  the  ps»:^eare  wholly  given  np  to  the 
KqnisuoB  iSf  she  •^^dmtghft-  dc^lar,"  and  the 
pessecnaon  oi  the  "digger."  There  are  no 
schoii^  Wi^thy  of  tiu  name;  consequently 
education  is  moch  negJecJed,  The  lack  oi 
cnlmre,  such  as  cme  me«^  daily  on  the 
HoHda  aihj  at  IVtermc^  is  one  d  the  moss 
iK>tke^!e  Matures  of  the  landscape,  and 
thcjt  are  no  niias  to  relieve  the  montMony 
finrwheje.

The  bill  regulaiing  foreign  life  insurance 
companies  ha^i  been  dnally  ^'oted  in  the 
Chamber  by  a  large  raajariiy  and  now  goes 
to  the  President  for  his  appro\'al.  It  would 
be  improper  to  speculate  on  the  President's 
action  in  the  matter,  bat  as  the  friends  of 
the  bill  are  exacting  and  influential  it  may 
be  assumed  that  he  n-ill  sipi  it.  unless  he 
is  convinced  ot  its  anconstitutionality.  We 
may  assume,  therefore,  that  the  bill  will 
bea>me  law,  and  that  the  country  is  now 
fairly  committed  to  special  legislaticm  of  this 
character.  Were  we  in  the  United  States, 
the  constitutionality  of  the  act  would  be  at 
once  tested  by  haxing  it  brought  belore  the 
Sapreme  Conrt,  bet  as  sncb  a  reconr^  is 
unknown  here  we  may  also  assume  that 
the  law  will  be  carried  into  force.  Ite  effect 
on  the  two  American  companies  we  have 
already  discussed.  The  Eqnit^le  will  be 
dri«n  out  of  the  country,  and  the  Xew 
Yoii:  will  abo  retire,  {u^obably  separating 
^m  its  Brazilian  busanes  whidi,  two  years 
ago,  was  considered  unproStabJe.  A.  na- 
tional company  will  then  be  filmed  wbidi 
will  either  raise  its  rates,  or  incnr  lie  risk  of 
speedy  dissolution.  The  pcdicy-bolders  who 
ha\;«  thus  been  cut  off  &x)m  the  parent 
company  will  lose  their  inf«siiments,  just  as 
happ£n«j  in  the  Jdemie  ISo  Geral  liquida- 
ticm  some  years  ago,  and  will  very  properly 
ccnader  dat  they  base  been  swindled. 
And  they  will  iwt  be  altogethtf  wrong  in 
thinking  so,  ddier.  Mnch  trf^  this  is  con- 
jecture, of  course,  but  it  is  conjecture  based 
on  logical  deductions.  li  ihe  results  are 
(Hherwise.  then  the  Biazlltan  policy-bcdders 
may  coatader  that  fortone  is  sdlt  seeking  to 
bd&iend  them.  Let  ns  now  consid«  some 
of  the  more  general  bearii^of  this  measure;. 
In  the  fiist  pUce,  it  compds  a  violation  of 
ccmaaci  by  an  artutrary  and  nnsc4icited 
interference  between  ihic  two  contracting 
pames.  The  two  companies  are  well 
known,  sound  and  re^xM^iUe.  Their 
merhods  and  solvency  are  not  questioned, 
as  is  shown  by  the  new  bosiness  which  ther 
are  domg.  The  man  w^  takes  oat  a 
p^^icT  in  such  a  comfuny  does  so  with 
a  tnowiedge  of  all  these  tots,  and  apon 
mMnre  coossdefaoon.

And  the 
fettnre  raott  censumble  ftbont  it  a  that  the 
mtm  tnttttftn  the  g«Q«sl  control  of  all 
tneM  tropoitutt  bofinen  <^>»aiioas  to 
irrespoosilMe,  inexperienced  and  often  mer* 
ceiuiry  men,  Asa  role  the  pc^tictan  is 
not  a  business  man  and  has  v^  little 
practical  knowledge  of  nich  matters.  It  is 
tmuicMud  thtfef<»re  that  sach  questions 
should  be  (4«ccd  at  his  discretion,  and  the 
more  so  as  in  disturbed  times  the  politician 
ii  not  infrequently  an  agiutor  and  dema- 
gogue. If  this  ^Kcies  cA  legislation  is  to 
endure,  then  in  our  o^unicm  Uk  busines 
interests  of  the  Brazilian  people  are  doomed 
10  serious  injury.  Foreign  capiul  will 
be  driven  away,  and  lutive  ca[»tal,  as  has 
always  been  the  case,  will  seek  shelter  in 
government  loans  rather  than  in  those 
in%'estments  which  are  needed  (o  de\%lop 
the  commerce  and  industries  of  the  country. 


The  signing  of  an  agreement  at  Pelolas 
<H)  the  Jjrd  instant  by  General;  GaK-io 
and  Tat-ares  by  which  peace  is  secured  for 
the  nnfbnunate  sute  of  Rio  Grande,  is  an 
e\'enl  of  btr-reaching  importance  to  aji  Bra- 
zil. It  is  evid«it  that  the  extreme  priidzans 
nf  both  sides  are  not  altogether  •atisfieil, 
but  the  ^mple  £ict  that  it  satisfies  the  ma- 
jority of  the  people,  especially  of  those 
whose  interests  are  at  stake,  implies  that  it 
is  kir  t<i  both  sides  and  that  it  is  entitled  to 
cordial  support.  Up  to  the  moment  in 
which  we  arc  writing,howcrer,the  conditions 
of  the  treaty  ha\'e  not  been  made  public,  and 
we  are  therefore  unable  to  say  what  conces- 
sions hai-e  be^i  made.  From  the  partial 
disclosures  made  while  the  propo^  were 
under  consideration  ho^  it  is  said  that  the 
federalists  were  willing  to  lay  down  their 
arms  in  considoation  of  protection  for 
themselves  and  their  property,  the  right  to 
se^  indemni^  through  the  courts,  the 
maintenance  of  ante-bellum  ranks  and  pri- 
vel^es  and  the  retenticm  of  Gaieral  Galvio 
at  the  head  of  the  military  district  as  a 
guarantee  for  themselres.  Iliey  also  de- 
manded a  reii^on  <A  the  staK  consdmtion, 
whidi  \he  n^onal  gov%mmait  could  not 
propwly  concede.  ^VheUle^  the  trea^  cov- 
ers mme  or  less  than  this  we  do  not  know, 
but  it  is  to  be  |K«sumed  from  the  joint  tde- 
gram  sent  to  Congres  by  Uie  two  geircrals 
that  some  engagement,  or  nndeistuidnig 
erasts  as  to  the  olmonous  constitudon  of 
th^  state.  They  unite  M  recommend  its 
suspension,  stating  th^  it  is  contraiy  to  re- 
publican ideas.  That  it  is  contrary  to  all 
chances  of  the  fedoaltsts  at  the  polls  is 
evident,  and  it  is  this  fact  that  induces  them 
to  urge  its  ab(dition.  The  anger  cf  the 
Castilhos  partizans  and  their  dennnciaticms 
ofGenoal  Galt'io  would  seem  to  mdicate 
that  some  ol^igaiion  has  been  asiaimed  to 
|»otea  the  federalists  against  the  discrimin- 
aui^  c^KraiicHis  oi  db^  peculiar  amstitu- 
ti(m .  Whethtf  Uiis  is  so,  or  not,  the  hct 
remains  that  the  war  is  at  an  end  and  peace 
otKX  more  feigns  in  Rio  Grande.  As  the 
government  was  largely  inaznmental  in 
caosing  this  war,  it  is  now  under  the 
greater  resptmsilKli^  b>  nuint^n  this  acoMd 
and  protect  the  men  who  have  bid  down 
theiT  arms.  If  it  is  undesirable  that  the 
execniipe  ^ould  mterferej  then  Omgics 
siKKtld  at  <Hice  fHonde  courts  adequate  kit 
that  duty.  It  ts  dear,  both  from  the  dec- 
huatkes  oi  Jnlio  de  Castilh<s  uid  of  his 
panitans  in  Congress,  that'dte  Ssdeialt^ 
can  h<i^  tor  no  ooos^efUioD  &om  them.

—The  public  prosecutor  in  Pernambuco  now 
wants  to  indict  Deputy  Josi  Marinnno  (or  com- 
plicity in  the  naval  revolt.  It  is  impossible  for  some 
.men  lo  keep  the  peace. 

— In  this  republic  people  are  arrested  and  set  at 
libcrly  apropos  to  anything.  The  govefnor  of  Ba 
hia  lias  just  pardoned  and  released  some  prisoners 
holonging  lo  the  police — for  what  reason  do  you 
suppose?  Merely  in  honor  of  the  promulgation 
uf  a  law  on  Ihe  momepio  ol  state  officials.  Whal 
connection  there  is  between  delinquent  policemen 
and  that  moiitepio  only  the  governor,  we  fancy,  is 
able  to  see. 

—On  the  18th  inst.  a  mob  broke  into  the  priol- 
ing-office  of  the  Vo%  do  Povo,  ol  Sorocnba,  and 
■  destroyed  its  contents,  scattering  the  type  and 
burning  the  machinery  and  furniture.  Il  is  charg- 
ed that  certain  police  officials  look  part  in  the  ns- 
snult.  The  editor  of  the  pa|ier  seems  to  have 
stirred  up  the  auimosily  of  Ihe  jacobins  by  de- 
corating his  office  because  o)  the  release  from  ar- 
rest of  Dr.  Ferreira  liraga,  tlie  founder  o(  the 
paper,  by  an  order  from  Ihe  supreme  court. 

—On  the  20th  inst,  the  director  of  ilie  S,  Paulo  li  w 
school  advised  ilie  chief  of  police  of  Ih^t  city  of 
serious  disorders  on  llie  part  of  the  stuilenis  at  the 
preparatory  examinations,  whtcli  even  reached  the 

fioini  of  violent  insults  against  members  of  [lie 
Rcully.  In  accordance  Willi  this  advice  a  fmce  of 
infantry  was  stationed  in  llie  immediate  neighbor- 
hood of  the  school.  Thi.i  disorder  is  another  in- 
dicaiion  o(  ihe  anarchy  which  prevails  throughout 
the  country.  Without  discipline  and  authority, 
and  with  the  necessity  of  calling  in  an  armed  f()rce 
to  .enforce  order  in  an  educational  inslitniion, 
what,  hope  remains  for  the  future  security  and 
progres.s  of  the  country  ? 

—Telegrams  ■received  yesterday  from  Rivera, 
(oily  confirm  the  finding  of  the  body  o(  the  late 
Admiral  Saldanha  da  Gama,  by  the  commission 
which  went  for  the  purpose.  There  was  no  difili- 
cullv  in  identifying  him,  as  the  corpse  was  partially 
mummified.  There  were  the  marks  of  two  lance 
wounds  in  llic  chest,  one  of  Ihem  breaking  a  rib, 
and  two  sword  or  lialcbei  wounds  in  the  liend. 
Horrible  to  say,  the  muiilatinns  are  also  fully 
confirmed.  The  left  ear  had  been  sliced  o(T.  and 
his  throat  had  been  cnt  in  the  horrible  method 
invented  by  Juan  Francisco,  that  is  to  .Kay,  not 
cm  from  ear  to  ear,  but  an  incised  wound  being 
made-soihal  he  miglil  bleed  to  death  in  a  rcfinc- 
ment  of  cruelty.  There  were  al.so  ullicr  nuiiilations 
too  disgusting  lo  describe,  but  worthy  of  any  Jack 
the  Ripper.  These  horrors,  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten, were  committed  by  ihe  troops  of  Governor 
Castilhos  and  the  friends  of  Peixoto.  According 
to  a  later  telegram,  the  body  will  not  be  brought 
to  Montevideo,  but  will  be  buried  al  Rivera,  wliere 
itarriverl  on  Monday.

Many  houses  hoisted  flags  and 
speeches  were  made  al  the  ollices  of  some  of  the 
newspapers.  Ai  the  barracks  of  ihe  troops  diere 
were  also  demonstr.itions  ol  joy,  At  8  o'clock 
p.  ni.  the  President  was  ihc  recipient  of  a  popular 
demonstration,  in  which  there  were  music.  Ilnwoi.s 
and  speeches.  The  Presiilenl  biiiiself  iiiaite  a 
speech  urging  all  lirazilians  to  unite  in  promoting 
the  aggrandisement  of  tlie  country. 
At  niglit  some  of  llie  streets  were  illumina'ed. 
The  l-'resiilent,  on  receiving  Gen.  Galv;i  's 
telegram,  replied  with  thanks  and  congratulation-.. 
He  trnnsmitted  ihe  tclegrnm  to  the  governors  of 
the  states,  whom  he  cordially  congiatulate.l.  From 
Julio  de  Castilhos,  the  usmping  governor  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Siil,  he  received  the  f-llowing  answer;

On  one  hand  Julio  de  Castilhns  continues 
In  l-ng  for  Ihe  uiicondiiional  and  defniiie  sub- 
mission of  ihc  federalisis.  On  the  other  the  hUier 
cnntmue  to  regard  Castilhos,  not  as  their  legal 
ruL-r,  but  as  an  usurper  and  a  .satrnp  of  the  general 
gi^vemmeni,  to  which,  laying  down  Iheir  arms, 
they  uow  peacefully  appeal,  as  itn  expeiiment.  for 
the  lecogniiion  of  their  political  rights.  They 
look  apon  the  coiisliuuion  forced  upon  lliem  as  an 
obstacle  to  the  recovery  of  those  rights  and  the 
general  commanding  Ihc  di.'ihict  agrees  with 
lliem  in  so  thinking. 

If  those  rights  arc  slill  denied  tliein,  if  the  liiie- 
lings  of  the  usurper  still  attempt  to  drive  them 
frMin  the  p'dl,  md  refuse  to  count  iheir  vnles,  wc 
(h)  not  believe  that  the  veterans  of  .so  many 
victories  will  tamely  submit.  They  will  iigaiii 
take  up  arms  ill  defence  of  iheir  riglils  iiiul  lbe 
country  wliich  coiisenls  lo  their  opiiresslon,  will 
once  more  be  plunged  into  the  horrors  of 
war.

Railroad    Notes 


—We  nre  advised  that  the  railway  conference 
wliicli  was  U)  be  held  on  ihe  2nd  prox.,  has  been 
uoslponcd  iudefinitely.  Telegrami  to  this  effect 
have  been  sent  out. 

—There  was  anuihei-  accident  on  the  Central  on 
the  23rd,  iliis  lime  at  lUir.i  Mansa.  The  switch 
working  badly,  a  sewiid  class  coach  went  off  the 
rails  and  ui-sei,  injiiiini'  some  1$  passengers.  The 
accideni  dclnyt-d  tlie  tmiii  nearly  six  hours. 

—The  director  <if  the  Central  was  so  pleased 
with  the  celelnaiiuii  ol  |H-acc  in  R'o  Grande  that 
he  lorgave  oil  August  delinquents  on  that  road. 
As  this  means  the  condoning  of  all  acts  of  ncgb. 
"ence  and  malice,  fimn  winch  the  public  is  suffer- 
mK  we  may  be  pcriniited  to  ask  what  right  he  has 
10  do  such  a  ihii.K.  The  rogues  who  cut  the  rub- 
ber  tubes  on  the  air  brakes,  thus  endangering 
innocent  life,  .niglit  not  to  be  forgiven. 

—The  municipality  having  protested  against  the 
revahdation  cif  the  Tijuca  railwajf  contract,  on   the 

ounds    that    ihis  is  an   invasion   of   municipal 

chts,  the  minister  of  industry  has  replied  that  as 
the  original  concession  was  granted  by  the  na- 
tional government  and  then  declared  lapsed  for 
non-compliance  with  its  provisioni,  that  govern- 
ment has  a  manifest  riniii  10  reconsider  its  action 
in  view  of  the  reasons  alleged  by  the  company. 

— TIic  largest  electric  locomotive  in  the  world 
has  recently  had  its  first  trial  in  Baltimore,  U.  S. 
It  weighs  !iineiy-six  tons  and  is  1440  horse- power, 
and  can  travel  forty-five  miles  an  hour  with  a 
Irnin  ol  two  hundred  freight  cars.  The  machine 
was  built  by  the  General  Electric  Co.  for  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  riiilwiiy  ani  is  to  be  used  in  place 
of  steam  locomotives  m  hauling  trains  through  n 
mile  Nul  a  hall  tun-ul.  Its  pulling  capacity  was 
tried  aiiain.sl  two  lotonuitives  under  a  lull  head  of 
steam,  but  the  electric  motor  succeeded  in  over- 
cominj;  il.s  adversaries.  The  mechanism  is  stated 
to  be  so  simple  that  .1  child  by  stattiUK  the  levers 
can  mnnnge  ibe  poiiacrons  engine.— £:xc/tangi- .

—Two  persons  accused  of  being  counterfeiters 
were  auested  in  this  city  last  Thursday. 

— Oti  Tuesday  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  by  a 
vote  'if  S6  to  37  rejecled  Nilo  Pefanlia's  motion  to 
nsk  fur  inlorniiUion  in  regard  to  the  arrest  of  Capt. 
Gomes  de  Castro. 

—The  Supreme  Court  has  removed  to  Kua  do 
Lavradio,  occupying  a  building  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Tribunal  de  Kela^ao.  It  is  a  good  neigh- 
borhood lor  the  exercise  of  justice. 

A  commisstiin   has  been  appointed  to  examine 

ihe  accounts  of  the  ^'conse/Zio  economico"  of  the 
military  school  because  of  the  serious  irregularities 
which  the  new  director  of  that  school  has  disco- 
vered. 

— The  British  cnnsulale  has  been  removed  to 
No  I,  Rua  Visconde  de  Ilaborahy,  over  the  Royal 
Mail  offices.  The  location  is  an  excellent  one,  and 
will  be  found  convenient  both  for  shipping  men 
.ind  meichants. 

—As  soon  as  Dr,  Pereira  GuimarSes  is  well 
enough  to  bear  removal  from  his  residence,  he 
will  be  imprisoned  at  the  fort  of  Villegaignou. 
The  members  of  ihe  court-martial  that  is  totey 
him,  have  been  appointed. 

—Telegrams  from  Buenos  Aires  slate  that  the 
courts  have  thrown  out  the  process  brought  by  the 
Brazilian  government  against  the  editor  of  the 
Petit  Journal,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  com- 
petent to  iniliale  such  a  prosecution, 

— Teleerams  fnnn  every  part  of  the  country  are 
testifying  10  the  popular  satisfaction  over  the  cele- 
bration ol  peace  in  Kio  Grande.  Unhappily,  how- 
ever, the  custom  of  "adhering"  and  "congratulat- 
ing" is  so  strong  that  one  never  knows  how  to 
gauge  its  sincerity. 

—The  Gaseta  de  Notidas  arrives  at  the  con- 
clusion that  the  island  of  Trinidad  is  not  occupied 
by  the  English.  WMl,  perhaps  it  isn't.  And  per- 
haps (here  were  no  demonstrations  on  Largo  de 
S.  Francisco  and  Rua  do  Ou"idor,  no  gas  ^obes 
broken  and  no  signs  defaced. 

—The  Jornal  do  Commercio,  in  its  issue  of  the 
22nd  insl.,  successfully  undertakes  to  show  that 
the  government  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  is  not  re- 
publican in  the  best  sense  of  the  word.  It  might 
have  added,  had  it  chosen  to  do  so,  that  the  pro 
position  applies  to  the  whole  of  Brazil. 

—Among  the  passengers  leaving  on  the  22nd  by 
the  new  French  packet  Chili,  was  Dr.  Raymundo 
Bandeira,  physician  in  charge  of  the  Strangers' 
Hospital,  who  goes  to  the  River  Plate  for  a  Brief 
and  well-earned  vacation.  During  his  absence  the 
Hospital  will  be  in  charge  of  Dr.  Havelburg. 

—It  IS  truly  alarming  to  hear  that  Deputy 
Frederico  Borges  is  sufTering  from  dejection.  Per- 
haps indigestion  would  be  the  better  term.  Alter 
doing  so  much  to  unsettle  all  respect  for  law  and 
justice,  it  is  hardly  credible  that  he  should  now 
bewail  the  existence  of  abuses  in  the  country. 

— We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  reassure  Gen.  Gly- 
cerio.  He  is  afraid  that  foreigners,  when  they 
read  Gen.  Galvao's  telegram,  will  be  unable  to 
take  General  Glycerio's  republic  seriously.  The 
General's  anxiety  is  groundless :  General  Galvao's 
telcfiram  will  not  alter  in  the  least  foreigners' 
opinion  of  Gen.  Glycerio's  republic. 

— The  portrait  of  the  President  of  the  republic, 
says  a  contemporary,  was  ordered  [by  whom  ?) 
to  be  distiibuted  among  the  various  commands  in 
the  army  and  the  dependencies  of  the  war  de- 
partment.

This  gentleman  is  a 
civil  engineer  of  recognized  abilJt  and  is  a  man 
of  high  personal  woriTi,  but  it  can  hardly  be

— On  the  20th  19,398  bags  of  coffee  were  re- 
ceived at  Jundiahy  for  shipment  to  Santos. 

— The  shipments  of  coffee  from  Ceylon  during 
the  half  year  ending  June  30  last  aggregated 
38,303  cwis.,  against  12,981  Cwts,  in  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1894. 

— The  movement  in  favor  of  transferring  Ihe 
coffee  business  of  Santos  to  Sao  Paulo  stilt  con. 
tinues  to  find  warm  advocates.  The  house  propeity 
of  Santos  belongs  largely  to  non-residents  and  to  a 
lew  Shylocks,  who  all  oppose  every  improvement 
demanded  by  the  sanitary  engineers.  As  coffee 
can  Ire  stored  and  shipped  in  Sao  Paulo  as  easily 
as  in  Santos,  it  is  lelt  that  the  only  way  to  escape 
future  epidemics  and  ruinous  exactions  is  to  make 
this  proposed  removal. 

COFFEE  IN  NORTH  BORNEO. 
The  amount  of  moisture  contained  in  the  atmo- 
spheie,  the  heavy  dews  and  morning  mists  lying 
over  tlie  trees,  often  until  8  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
are  some  of  the  most  important  factors  in  the 
successful  growing  of  targe  crops  of  coffee  per 
acre.  Whilst  ihey  exist,  wilh  care  and  cultivation 
wc  may  look  for  equally  good  if  not  belter  crops 
than  those  the  statement  I  forward  you  .shew. 
Wlien  tliese  mists  and  dews  have  disappeared,  by 
reason  of  tlie  lorest  being  exiensiveiy  felled,  we 
may  look  for  our  crops  to  iall  off,  as  they  have 
elsewhere.  This  certainly  will  be  remembered  by 
some  of  the  old  planters  of  Ceylon.  We  are 
driven  to  employ  indentured  immigrants  against 
our  will,  costing  on  the;  estates  witli  which  I  am 
connected  about  $27  each  ;  of  ihis  I  may  recover 
possibly  $9,  but  wilh  runaways,  incompelenls, 
sickness,  and  ilcaths,  it  prohaldy  does  not  exceed 
an  average  of  $6, 

There  are  certainly  fevv,  if  any,  Ceylon  planters 
who  will  not  say  that  a  free  cootie  is  cheaper  at 
25  cents  per  day  than  an  immigrant  at  14, 


—The  receipts  of  rubber  at  Pari  during  the 
fiscal  year  1894-95,  amounted  to  19,470,000  kilo- 
grammes. 

—The  decree  authorizing  the  conlinuation  of  the 
o(wralions  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  Flour  Mills  and 
Granaries  Limited  in  Brazil  was  signed  on  the 
22nd  inst. 

—The  Royal  Mail  steamers  will  henceforth  call 
at  Cherbourg,  seven  hours  distant  from  Paris. 
This  will  be  a  great  convenience  lo  passengers 
wishing  to  go  direct  to  Paris. 

—According  to  telegrams  from  London  the 
Amazon  N.avigation  Co.  has  recently  ordered  (onr 
new  steamers,  with  electric  light,  etc.,  for  their 
Amazon  service  under  ihe  new  contract  recently 
signed. 

—All  the  baled  hay  shipped  from  Rosario  in 
July,  amounting  to  39,577  bales,  went  to  Brazil- 
ian porti.  In  the  same  monih,  also,  922,660  kilos 
of  wheat  and  9,534  bags  of  flour  were  shipped  to 
Brazil. 

—One  of  the  shareholders  of  the  cotton  factory 
at  Haiifju  accuses  its  manager  with  having  dis- 
missed Pioteslant  emplov<;s  because  of  iheir  relig- 
ious faith.  If  this  kind  of  business  is  to  characterize 
the  induslriesof  the  country,  it  will  require  some- 
thing  more  potent  than  "protection"  io  keep  ihem 
alive. 

—The  governmenl  h.is  acquired  Ihe  goods  de- 
positi  of  the  Sfio  Pauto  railway  at  San  Paulo  for 
the  cusioni-liouse  tn  be  opened  in  tliat  city.  The 
"oveinor  of  the  slii'e  has  autliorized  the  necessary 
nn  dific.ntions,  wliidi  are  to  be  carried  out  with  aU 
speed.  It  is  prnposfd  to  open  the  custom-house 
there  on  the  71I1  prox. 

—We  uiidiTStand  that  a  party  of  English  engin- 
ceis  are  expected  out  next  monlh  to  begin  sur- 
vevs  of  the  Amazon  for  the  new  cable  between 
Pft'i-A  anil  Manao^.  The  ]>arlywill  be  accompan- 
ied by  Mr.  Reidy,  who  will  arvantje  for  the  ne- 
cessary cable  stations  along  the  river.  It  is 
expected  that  ihe  work  o(  laying  the  cable  will  be 
liegun  before  the  end  of  tlie  year. 

Suppose   certain   policy-lioldeis   of  the    New 

York  Life  should  object  lo  themodificition  of  their 
contracts  witli  thai  company,  and  should  file  protests 
here  and  in  New  York  againsi  the  transfer  of  iheir 
gunranlees  from  New  York  to  Brazil,  what  would  be 
the  result  ?  Would  the  Supreme  Court  be  com- 
petent to  decide  whether  Congress  has  any  ri^ht 
to  modify  contracts  in  such  a  manner  ? 

— In  the  discussion  of  the  bill  on  foreign  life 
insurance  companies  on  the  l6th  inst., Deputy  Luii 
Domingues  announced  his  purpose  to  introduce 
a  separate  measure  making  the  conditions  of  this 
bdl  coverall  foreign  joint-stock  companies  oiterat- 
ing  in  Brazil.  He  saw  no  reason  why  these 
provisions  should  not  be  extended  loall  these  com- 
panies, instead  of  restricting  Iliem  to  iwo. 

— Inasmuch  as  Col.  Valladao  waiils  to  dispatch 
some  specially  imported  arms  and  munitions,  the 
government  has  instructed  customs  inspectors  lo 
permit  all  such  dispalclies  in  accord  with  the  gov- 
ernors of  states  and  military  commanders  of  dis- 
tricts, when  it  is  apparent  that  no  inconvenience 
will  result  to  public  security.  It  makes  all  the 
difference  in  ine  world  who  wants  the  favor,  it 
would  seem, 

—According  to  the  director  of  the  Llnyd  Bra- 
ziti-iro  steamers,  Ihe  shipper  of  that  Cear&  tobacco 
has  fallen  into  his  own  trap.  He  shipped,  says 
Capt.  Mello  Alvim,  100  rolls  of  tobacco  which 
were  valued  at  4l7$OOo  for  ihe  informalion  of  Ihe 
state  officials,  and  on  which  sum  he  paid  ihe  state 
export  duties.  One  of  tliese  rolls  having  been  lost, 
the  company  took  the  sliipper's  own  valuation  and 
offered  him  4$i7o  in  settlement.  If  the  tobacco 
is  worth  more,  then  the  shipper  cheated  the  Cear& 
cuslom-honse.
